Mr*  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary 
Circumstances  of  the  District  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1972. 

According  to  the  Registrar  General's  Estimates  of  the  Population,  the 
population  of  Adlington  was  5140,  which  is  130  more  than  last  year's  figure. 

The  number  of  live  births  assignable  to  the  District  was  93,  9 more 
than  in  1971.  This  gives  a Birth  Rate  for  the  Urban  District  of  1 8* 1 
per  1000  population  (adjusted  16.5)  compared  with  a Birth  Rate  for  the 
country  as  a whole  of  14*8. 

The  number  of  deaths  attributable  to  the  District  was  6l , which  is  the 
same  as  last  year,  giving  a Death  Rate  of  11.9  per  1000  (adjusted  14. 0) 
compared  with  the  Death  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  of  12.1,  Of  these  deaths 
11  were  aged  55-64,  17  were  aged  65-74  and  27  were  aged  75  and  over. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  malignant  neoplasms  was  10,  one  less  than 
last  year.  Coronary  Artery  Disease  was  responsible  for  the  deaths  of  14 
persons,  all  of  these  being  over  55  years  of  age.  One  person  between  the 
ages  of  55-64  died  from  lung  cancer. 

There  was  one  death  of  an  infant  under  1 year  of  age  - one  less  than 
last  year.  This  gives  an  Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  11.0  per  1000  live  births 
compared  with  17.0  for  the  Country  as  a whole.  There  were  no  stillbirths 
again  this  year. 

The  number  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases  notified  was  34  against  26 
in  1971  - 14  Scarlet  Fever,  14  Measles,  3-  Pood  Poisoning,  1 Acute  Meningitis, 

1 Respiratory  Tuberculosis  and  1 Non-respiratory  Tuberculosis. 

The  County  Health  Clinic  in  Railway  Road  continues  to  be  very  well- 

used. 

26  applications  for  Standard  and  10  applications  for  Discretionary 
Grants  were  received  and  34  were  approved  during  the  year  from  owner-occupiers 
of  houses  lacking  some  or  all  of  the  standard  amenities. 

Six  Pre-war  Council-owned  houses  were  improved  to  modern  standard,  and 
a scheme  has  been  prepared  for  a further  50  pre-war  houses  to  be  improved. 

Private  housing  development  in  progress  includes  65  houses  and  bungalows 
completed  during  the  year,  and  66  were  under  construction  at  the  end  of  the 
year. 


In  addition,  the  Council  development  at  Windsor  Avenue  (Farnworth 
Street  Clearance  Area)  of  21  3-hedroomed  houses  and  20  1-bedroomed,  two 
storey  flats  was  commenced.  5 houses  had  been  completed  at  the  end  of  the 
year.  Completion  of  the  scheme  is  expected  mid  1973. 

The  Anderton  Street  (Clearance  Area)  Compulsory  Purchase  Order  1970 
was  confirmed  by  the  Ministry  in  January  1972,  following  a local  enquiry 
held  in  September  1971.  The  area  comprised  22  dwelling  houses.  The 
families  affected  are  being  rehouses  as  Council  houses  become  available.  At 
the  end  of  the  year  7 families  had  been  rehoused  by  the  Council. 

The  Council's  scheme  to  replace  the  existing  inadequate  sewage  treatment 
works  by  a Trunk  Sewer  to  discharge  into  the  Wigan  system  via  Standish, 
commenced  in  May  1972  and  completion  is  expected  mid  1973.  This  new  Sewer 
has  capacity  for  increased  population  in  Adlington  and  the  adjoining  parish 
of  Anderton  and  also  industrial  effluent. 
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I wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  valuable  assistance  I 
receive  from  Mr.  A,  Livesey  the  Public  Health  Inspector  and  Surveyor,  and 
of  the  willing  co-operation  of  the  other  members  of  the  Staff.  Miss 
Cranshaw,  who  for  many  years  was  an  invaluable  assistant  as  Clerk/Typist, 
retired  in  October  1972,  taking  with  her  from  the  Department  their  best 
wishes  for  a long  and  enjoyable  retirement.  I am  grateful  to  the  Chairman 
and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  the  support  and  consideration 
extended  to  me*

Three  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  in  one  family  were  notified  during  the 
year;  the  causative  organism  was  found  to  be  Salmonella  typhimurium. 

Two  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis,  one  pulmonary  and  one  none -pulmonary, 
were  added  to  the  Register,  and  one  case  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  added 
to  the  Register  in  1968  was  deleted  as  the  man  had  left  the  District  in 
1971.  The  total  number  of  cases  on  the  Register  at  the  end  of  1972  was  6, 
of  which  4 were  pulmonary  and  2 were  non-pulmonary. 

Routine  vaccination  against  Smallpox  is  not  now  being  recommended  in 
early  childhood.  This  advice  is  based  on  the  fact  that  the  Smallpox 
eradication  programme  of  the  World  Health  Organisation  has  made  such

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remarkable  progress  that  the  chances  of  the  introduction  of  Smallpox 
into  Britain  have  substantially  diminished.  The  number  of  serious  com- 
plications from  vaccination  in  childhood,  though  few,  is  now  considered 
to  be  out  of  proportion  to  the  risk  from  Smallpox  in  this  Country. 

Vaccination  continues  to  be  recommended  for  travellers  to  and  from 
countries  where  Smallpox  is  endemic  or  where  eradication  programmes  are 
in  progress,  and  for  Health  Service  staff  who  may  come  into  contact  with 
patients. 

There  must,  however,  be  no  relaxation  in  regard  to  taking  advantage 
of  the  protection  against  other  infectious  diseases  proved  by  immunisation 
and  vaccination.

Water  supply  in  the  District  is  now  the  reponsibility  of  the  Preston 

and  District  ’Water  Board. 


Details  of  Samples 

23  samples  of  water  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination 
during  the  year  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector;  one  sample  was  un- 
satisfactory, but  a further  sample  from  the  same  source  was  found  to  be 
satisfactory.

The  Council  have  confirmed  their  agreement  to  the  introduction  of 
Plouride  into  the  water  supply  to  the  level  of  1 p.p.m.  as  recommended 
for  the  prophylaxis  of  dental  decay. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

26  dwellings  in  outlying  parts  of  the  District,  chiefly  farms  and 
isolated  houses  are  not  on  the  Councils'  sewers.  Most  of  these  have 
septic  tanks  or  chemical  closets. 

The  Councils*  scheme  to  replace  the  existing  inadequate  sewage 
treatment  works  by  a Trunk  Sewer  to  discharge  into  the  Wigan  system  via 
Standish  commenced  in  May  1972  and  completion  is  expected  mid  1973.  The 
Sewer  has  been  designed  to  provide  for  a population  of  10,300,  which 
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includes  provision  for  the  adjoining  parish  of  Anderton.  This  Sewer  should 
meet  the  needs  of  the  District  for  the  foreseeable  future  and  will  also 
improve  the  environment  of  the  Douglas  Valley  by  reducing  pollution  by  both 
sewage  and  industrial  waste  in  the  River, 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

Household  refuse  i6  collected  weekly  by  the  Local  Authority,  and  disposed 
of  by  controlled  tipping  at  the  Chorley  Borough  Tip, 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse  has  become  an  increasing  problem 
due  to  the  changing  nature  of  the  refuse  and  the  increase  in  bulk,  and  every 
effort  is  being  made  to  maintain  the  regularity  of  the  collection. 

Under  the  Civic  Amenities  Act  additional  provision  has  been  made  for 
householders  to  dispose  of  miscellaneous  rubbish  by  the  placing  of  a skip 
container  adjacent  to  the  disused  Bradshaw  Tip,  which  is  cleared  at  frequent 
and  regular  intervals  by  Contractor, 

Public  Lavatories 

There  are  Sanitary  Conveniences  at  Babylon  Lane  and  Station  Road,  and 
on  the  upper  Recreation  Ground.  The  Conveniences  are  cleaned  daily  by  the 
Council's  workmen.  Wilful  damage  still  occurs  from  time  to  time. 

Shops 


There  are  80  shops  of  various  kinds  within  the  Urban  District,  AO  of 
these  are  retail  food  shops.  The  provisions  of  the  Shops  Act  concerning 
the  conditions  of  employment  of  young  persons  are  the  responsibility  of  the 
County  Council,  but  the  majority  of  the  shops  are  shops  with  living  accom- 
modation, operated  by  the  family,  60  inspections  were  made  by  the  Public 
Health  Inspector  during  the  year. 

Schools 

The  following  schools  are  within  the  Urban  District,  and  their  water 
supply  is  from  the  mains 

Adlington  C,E.  Infants  School,  Park  Road, 

St.  Paul's  C.E,  Infants  and  Junior  Schools,  Railway  Road, 

Clean  Air  . 

No  action  has  yet  been  taken  to  implement  the  Clean  Air  Act  by  the 
introduction  of  Smoke  Control  areas.  However,  the  Council's  improvement 
schemes  are  incorporating  gas  fired  central  heating.  The  new  housing 
development  at  Windsor  Avenue  will  have  Electricaire  heating. 

There  is  one  factory  chimney  now  in  the  District,  Contact  is  maintained, 
with  the  management  to  keep  smoke  emission  to  a minimum. 

Disinfestation  of  Houses 


Pour  houses  were  disinfested  by  the  Council's  workmen. 

Camping  Sites  and  Other  Matters 

There  are  no  Camping  Sites  in  the  District;  no  Common  Lodging  Houses  or 
"Houses  let  in  lodgings"  registered;  no  Swimming  Baths  or  Pools;  no 
underground  sleeping  rooms;  no  premises  where  rag  flock  is  manufactured,  and 
no  premises  used  for  Offensive  Trades. 
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Recreational  Facilities 


There  are  two  playing  fields  in  the  District  - the  King  George  Field  in 
Higher  Adlington,  which  is  administered  by  a Joint  Committee,  and  the 
Jubilee  Playing  Field  in  Lower  Adlington. 

The  work  of  improvement  of  the  Jubliee  Playing  Field  has  not  been 
completed  as  was  expected,  due  to  the  possiblity  of  acquiring  the  disused 
railway  line  which  adjoins  the  playing  fields  and  which  it  is  proposed  to 
be  used  for  Car  Parking  Terraoe  and  all-weather  play  areat.

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HOUSING-  CONDITIONS 


There  are  1922  dwelling  houses  in  the  District.  Of  these  approximately 
800  were  built  pre  1914.  Whilst  many  of  these  older  houses  were  originally 
without  the  basic  amenities,  over  the  years  they  have  gradually  been 
improved  by  owner-occupiers,  and  in  recent  years,  since  the  introduction  of 
the  Grant  Aid  schemes  under  the  Housing  Act,  this  improvement  has  accelerated. 

Since  1945,  827  houses  have  been  built  - 253  Council  dwellings  and 
574  privately  owned  dwellings. 

During  1972,  65  dwellings  were  completed  for  private  owners  and  66 
were  under  construction  at  the  end  of  December  1971. 

Anderton  Street 
Clearance  of  Unfit  Houses 


The  Anderton  Street  (Clearance  Area)  Compulsory  Purchase  Order  1970 
was  confirmed  by  the  Ministry  in  January  1972  following  a local  enquiry 
held  in  September  1971.  The  area  comprised  22  dwelling  houses.  The 
families  affected  are  being  rehoused  as  Council  houses  become  available. 
At  the  end  of  the  year  7 families  had  been  rehoused  by  the  Council, 

Future  Housing  Programme 

The  Council  development  at  Windsor  Avenue  of  21  3-bedroomed  houses 
and  20  1-bedroomed,  2 storey  flats  is  well  advanced  and  should  be  com- 
pleted mid  1973. 

A scheme  is  now  being  considered  for  the  provision  of  aged  persons 
dwellings  on  the  Anderton  Street  site. 

Following  a survey  of  housing  conditions  in  the  Harrison  Road  area, 
the  Council  are  considering  the  making  of  a General  Improvement  Area. 
Consultations  are  currently  taking  place  with  the  Department  of  the 
Environment  and  the  Planning  Authorities. 

Future  house  building  in  the  District  has  been  restricted  in  the 
past  3-4  years  because  cf  the  inadequate  sewage  disposal  facilities.  But 
now  that  this  difficulty  has  been  removed,  it  is  regrettable  to  find  that 
restrictions  are  still  imposed  by  the  Planning  Authorities  on  the  grounds 
that  development  would  seriously  prejudice  proposals  for  the  Central 
Lancashire  Development  Corporation  within  the  New  Town  structure.  This 
appears  strange  after  the  improvement  to  the  Sewage  Disposal  facilities 
and  the  fact  that  Adlington  is  not  within  the  designated  area  of  the  New 
Town.
